Sayers’ 
Proposition to Accept 
the 
Senate Amendment to the Naval 
Appropriation Bill Is Defeated By 
a Vote of 141 to 81—Capital City 
Gossip. 
Washington, May 6.—By a vote of 141 
to 81 the house Tuesday afternoon re­ 
fused to concur in 
the 
amendment 
passed by the senate cutting down the 
number of new battleships from four 
to two. 
This decisive majority of 
sixty in favor of the quartet of fighting 
machines is likely to be cut down con­ 
siderably in case the senate should get 
its back up at all and insist on reducing 
the 
naval 
appropriations 
by 
the 
amount necessary to construct the two 
extra ships. 
The fight in the house 
was conducted nominally by Sayres of 
Texas, and chairman of the appropria­ 
tions committee in the last house, as­ 
sisted by Mr. Cannon, his successor. 
The present chairman made the point 
that at the rate at which appropria­ 
tions had been made thus far a deficit 
for the coming fiscal year had been pro­ 
vided of at least $100,000,000. It would 
be impossible, he said, to enact any 
measure for the relief of the treasury, 
at least until the 4th of March, and un­ 
less there were an extra session not un­ 
til after December, 1897. 
The opposi­ 
tion to the battleships in the house 
really is very slight. 
There are a few who are at a loss to 
know where the money is to come from 
to pay for the ships. 
Besides these 
there are the usual collection of men 
who are opposed to the navy at all 
times, and do what they can to cripple 
it on every occasion. If the question of 
revenue were out of the way, the house 
would be more likely to stick out for 
six rather than two battleships, as pro­ 
posed by the senate, for the members 
feel that after the belligerent attitude 
assumed early in the winter congress 
would be placed in a ridiculous posi­ 
tion if it should fail to make provision 
for liberal addition to the navy. 
Over in the senate the opposition to 
the battleships centers around Gorman 
and his personal grievances 
against 
Secretary Herbert. Back of that, how­ 
ever, there are many senators with a 
much more substantial basis for their 
position. They say that under ordinary 
circumstances with plenty of revenue 
they would be willing to vote the navy 
department every dollar 
asked for. 
With a present deficit, and a still larger 
one in prospect, they feel that it is the 
Wiser course to cut down the appro­ 
priations for the navy and devote the 
money to coast defenses. 
The senate amendment in opposition 
to the battleships was passed by a ma- 
ority of four only, and in view of the 
fact that the house has now sustained 
its bill by a majority of sixty, it is 
likely the senate will recede,

The police were ealled, and charged 
the mob with drawn revolvers, forelng 
the turbulent assemblage back, arrest­ 
ing four of the attacking party. 
Windows of a car were smashed on 
Russell avenue, and big piles of lam­ 
ber were placed on the track. 
Traffic 
is impossible on this line. 
But few cars are running, and peo­ 
ple are afraid to ride. Serious trouble 
i9 feared tonight. 
Mcny of 
the

special police, are strikers. There is an 
ominous calm in the street car strike 
which may be broken by rioting and 
aloodshed today, when the company 
proposes to move its cars. A hundred 
extra police have been sworn in and 
if the local authorities are unable to 
protect the street car company’s prop­ 
erty, there is no doubt the militia 
will be called on. The company has 
imported enough men from Chicago to 
run the cars. All the old men were dis­ 
charged Tuesday, failing to respond to 
the roll call. The most serious dis­ 
turbance since the strike was inaugu­ 
rated. occurred last night, when a mob 
of 3,000 men and boys attacked three 
Farwell avenue cars near the east side 
barns. It was the first attempt to run 
cars at night and each 
motor 
was 
crowded 
with 
policemen. The mob 
lined on either side of the track and as 
the cars appeared hundreds of bricks 
and stones were thrown by the mob. 
Every window in the three cars was 
smashed and many of the policemen 
were struck 
by

missiles. The 
patrolmen formed in a squad and re­ 
peatedly charged the rioters. Several 
arrests were made. The police then 
visited all the saloons in the vicinity of

State. 
The Wisconsin division of the L. A. 
W. is behind a movement to 
enforce 
the erection of guideboards through­ 
out the state. 
Every rider who takes 
a trip into the country ought to take 
the time and trouble to note w hether 
the guideboards are in place and in 
geed condition and if not to see th at 
th at they are made so. 
There is a 
state law which makes it compulsory 
on the chairm an of tow n boards to 
look after and attend to such m atter. 
The following circular has been sent 
to Local Consul J. G. De Long. 
"T he laws of the state require that, 
'The chairm an of each town shall 
cause to be erected at the intersection 
within its town, of all main traveled 
roads, w ith other established roads, 
suitable guideboardf, giving direction 
and distance from point of such inter­ 
section to adjoining or 
im portant 
towns; and shall keep in repair all 
boards ejected, the expense to be paid 
from the treasury of the town. 
And 
every such chairm an who neglects to 
erect or repa;r any guide board, after 
ten days’ notice in writing has been 
personally served upon him stating 
th a t such guide-board has not been 
erected or th a t it is out of repair, 
shall for each month thatelspses after 
said period of ten days, and for each 
instance of such neglect for such time, 
forfeit $5, one-half to go to the per­ 
son making the complaint and the oth­ 
er half to the school fund.’ 
T hat this 
law should be enforced, for the benefit 
of the touring wheelmen and the com­ 
m unity a t large, is obvious. 
There­ 
fore, look into this m atter in your 
town and surrounding country.”

The golf season has just ended with 
the games of the Dinard Club. 
The 
golf week at Dinard has nothing equiva­ 
lent to it in the sporting world, ex­ 
cept the races at Trouville. From Di- 
nan, from St. Malo, from S t Servan, 
from Parame, from St. Lunette, from 
Paris, and even from 
England,

A Strange Language. 
Professor Richard Garner’s son, who 
resides in Baltimore, relates an amus­ 
ing mistake made by Professor Mason, 
of the Smithsonian institution, in con­ 
nection with Professor Garner’s earlier 
studies of the language of animals. Data $ 
concerning his researches had been \ 
promised by Professor Garner to Pro- ' 
fessor Mason and were sent on a phono- j 
graph cylinder. When Professor Mason 
put the cylinder in his own machine he 
heard distinct vowel and consonant 
sounds, but no intelligible 
words. 
Thinking the sounds were the much- 
talked-of monkey language, Professor 
Mason was much surprised at the re­ 
sult, and called a number of other pro­ 
fessors to hear and be mystified. The 
next day there was a crowd around 
the phonograph to hear the queer 
sounds, but when the machine was 
started there issued from the ear pieces 
the words of a letter dictated at Roan­ 
oke, Va., by Professor Garner. The ex­ 
planation of the mysterious sounds was 
found in the fact that when first used 
the cylinder was placed in the machine 
in such a way that the words were heard 
backward.

One of these is known as maraschino 
punch and is prepared in the following 
manner: Select as many large oranges 
as the number of guests require, and 
prepare them by giving each one a 
transverse cut, about half an inch from 
the top. 
The interior and this sliced 
part also are then nicely scooped out 
and the pulp is pressed into a sieve until 
the juice is all extracted. 
This is 
sweetened to taste and weakened with 
a little water, until a strong orangeade 
is made. Into this is finally poured a 
sufficient quantity of maraschino to 
flavor the mixture agreeably, and the 
empty oranges are filled with it. Two 
straws are then prettily tied to the tops 
by narrow ribbons drawn through two 
punctures. These ribbons must match 
the other decorations of the table, and 
harmonize as well with the color of tho 
oranges themselves. When the cap is 
fitted again they are ready for serv­ 
ing. 
They may be prevented from up­ 
setting and spilling the contents by 
being put in paper cases upon small 
decorated plates.—New York Adver­ 
tiser.
